Orange County's Biggest Farmer Tells The Journal 
a Few Things About Water and Engineers 
and Ignores Dinner Bell

J AMES IRVINE took time out at the end of a busy day 
yesterday to grant The Journal's request for a little 
gossip about water. 

“I would be in sympathy with any reasonable program 
for water conservation and flood control,” he said as we 
sat opposite each other in the office which is the nerve 
center for the big Irvine ranch. “But I don’t know what 
kind of plan might be proposed. Would it be good business 
or common sense to commit yourself to a proposition before 
you know what it is?” 

Yesterday’s wind was still blowing outside. In the 
orchards on the ranch thousands of dollars’ worth of young 
fruit had been whipped from the trees. Mr. Irvine had only 
recently returned from a trip. He had not had time to 
inspect his losses. 

But we talked for an hour or more about water, and 
as we conversed I could feel the pulse of a great ranch and 
its business going on about me. Out in the lobby was the 
telephone switchboard, and the teletype machine which 
keeps the office in constant touch with the markets of the 
world. 

Beyond that were other offices where managers, super¬ 
intendents and engineering staff were at work handling the 
many details of the ranch operation and fitting them 
together to make a complete picture of efficient manage¬ 
ment.

After suffering severe financial 
bruises Tuesday and Wednesday, 
the city and city council are in 
the process of healing with the 
best soothing salve in the world 
—actual cash being applied by 
the Bank of America 

Threats that after Nov. 1 all 
city departments, with the ex¬ 
ception of the police and water 
departments, would cease func¬ 
tioning. have been taken bark and 
the San Clemente city council in 
a special session last night adopt¬ 
ed a resolution rescinding its ac¬ 
tion of Monday night which ord¬ 
ered the following services discon¬ 
tinued after Nov. 1: All city ren¬ 
tal, operation of the golf course, 
maintenance of (he streets, plaza, 
beach club, social club, beach and 
pier, ornamental trees, street 
lights and paid fire department. 
The resoluti'...\ in effect, said the 
council had previously acted un¬ 
der a misapprehension and gave 
the bank a clean bill of health. 

The council met last night aft¬ 
er the Bank of America late yes¬ 
terday notified Mayor A T. 
Smith that the $2500, requested 
by the city to meet current pay¬ 
rolls. had been deposited to the 
city's credit. The money is a loan 
to the city covered by warrants 

Thomas Walker, an official of 
the Bank of America, contacted 
today by The Journal, said that 
on Tuesday, following action of 
the San Clemente city council in 
virtually closing the town, his in¬ 
stitution had withdrawn its offer 
to advance money to the city, but 
that later city officials "saw the 
folly of their ways and asked the 
bank to reconsider its action. 
This we agreed to do if the coun¬ 
cil would rescind its resolution 
and explain the situation." 

The clash between the city ad¬ 
ministration and the bank first 
became public property when 
Mayor Smith declared that the 
city was without funds to meet 
the current payroll and owed a 
total debt of $71,889.30, includ¬ 
ing bond interest and redemption 
He said that the bank owed the

ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 24. UP)— 
Reports of a great battle raging 
in the Webbe Shibeli river sector 
spread throughout Addis Ababa 
today. 

They rose soon after news of a 
mountain concentration of Ethio¬ 
pian troops, drawn up to resist the 
Italian invasion on the southern 
front. 

Dedjazmatch Nasibu, governor 
of Harar province and commander 
of Ethiopia's southern forces, re¬ 
ported from Diredawa that his 
warriors, although ridden with 
scurvy, were concentrating in the 
mountain ravines and passes, pre¬ 
pared to defy the troops of Gen. 
Rudolfo Graziani. 

Word raced through the bazaars 
that the Ethiopians and Italians 
already were fighting, but the 
capital still awaited official con¬ 
firmation. 

While there was no news from 
the northern front to indicate that 
the forces of Ras Seyoum and Gen. 
Emilio de Bono had escaped their 
stalemate, military observers be¬ 
lieved the Italians would make an¬ 
other thrust to the south next 
week 

Emperor Haile Selassie still in¬ 
tended to respect his soothsayer's 
warning not to go to the front be¬ 
fore the fifth anniversary of his 
coronation Nov. 2, but it was be¬ 
lieved in some quarters that a big 
Italian push before that date 
might send him hurrying to Pes- 
sye, major troop concentration 
point 

The crown prince, who is now 
at Dessye. northeast of here on 
the central plateau, was expected 
to command the Addis Ababa gar¬ 
rison during his father’s absence. 


MALIBU BLAZE RAGES 


Million Pounds on the 
Ground, Declares Dr. 

D. D. Waynick 


Movie Stars' Homes in 
Path of Uncontrolled

Orange county today was well 
on its way toward repairing the 
damage caused by high winds 
Tuesday night and Wednesday. 
The loss to the citrus crop, how¬ 
ever, cannot be made up, and it 
was estimated by Farm Advisor 
Harold Wahlberg that 25 per cent 
of the new crop throughout the 
county was on the ground. This 
estimate is higher than that of 
yesterday, which was between 10 
and 15 per cent. 

All brush fires have been ex¬ 
tinguished. Work was under way 
to clear the debris where 45 oil 
derricks fell in the Richfield and 
Huntington Beach oil fields. The 
Southern California Edison com¬ 
pany and Southern California 
Telephone company were rapidly 
restoring service where it had 
been interrupted. 

School Still Closed 
The Santa Ana High school was 
still closed today. It will resume 
a restriced schedule on Monday, 
and Principal Lynn Crawford said 
he hoped that by Wednesday the 
regular schedule can be resumed. 
The school was shut down when 
tents used to replace earthquake- 
damaged buildings were torn so 
badly they could not be used. 

Mr. Crawford said today that 
seven students have left the high 
school and enrolled at other near¬ 
by institutions rather than con¬ 
tinue in the tents. Each pupil 
gone represents a loss of $90 a 
year in attendance allotments 
from the state, he said. 

Dr. D. D. Waynick of the As¬ 
sociation Laboratories at Ana¬ 
heim, in a preliminary estimate 
today, said that 12 per cent of 
the county's citrus crop had been 
toppled to the ground in Orange 
county. This would mean a loss 
of more than $2,000,000 based on 
last year's orange crop value of 
$20,094,702. 

Estimate Revised 
Dr. Waynick said that 35 per 
cent of the old c range crop is on 
the ground. No estimate was made 
on lemon or navel orange loss. 
After a survey of the county,

LOS ANGELES. Oct. 24 CPi— 
Eight million dollars damage was 
the estimated toll of wind and fire 
growing out of Southern Califor¬ 
nia's mid-week windstorm. 

Crop damage in Los Angeles, 
Riverside, Orange and San Ber¬ 
nardino counties was estimated at 
$3,500,000, chiefly to citrus, avo¬ 
cados, and walnut groves. 

Fire damage was listed as 
$3,000,000 to watershed, forest and 
grazing acreages and $1,000,000 to 1 
residences, estates and cabins. 

Another half million dollars of 
damage was done to shipping 
small boats, oil derricks automo¬ 
biles and miscellaneous destruc¬ 
tion by the wind. 

Fire Flares Up 

The big malibu fire popped up 
and down today. Shortly after 
noon, when it had been thought un¬ 
der control after burning over 
25,000 acres, it flared down an¬ 
other canyon again menacing the 
Malibu beach movie colony, as 
well as the Las Flores canyon a 
mile and a half closer to Santa 
Monica. 

Just about the time a strong 
wind veered and turned flames 
from further progress in the 
Malibu hills, an earthquake, ex¬ 
tending from San Diego inland as 
far north as Pasadena, jolted light 
sleepers at 6:50 a. m.. but appar¬ 
ently caused no damage. 

Although 1400 fire fighters re¬ 
mained on duty in the Malibu 
area, the flames there, which dur¬ 
ing the night extended along a 
front 10 miles wide and five miles 
deep, were believed to have been 
checked by a cross wind that blew 
them toward the sea. 

Encouraging reports were re¬ 
ceived from the Altadena-Arroyo 
Seco-La Canada area, where about 
75 residences were destroyed, pub¬ 
lic and private property damage 
was estimated at $400,000, and loss 
of watershed and potential erosion 
at $2,500,000. Many crews were 
still at work pumping water on 
spot fires jumping up from smoul¬ 
dering embers, but the county fire 
warden and forest service work¬ 
ers believed they had the situation 
under control, barring fresh winds 

Traffic on six major state high¬ 
ways was still blocked in places 
today by drifted sand, uprooted i 
trees and fire fighting activities 
Subsidence of wind at the har¬ 
bor permitted ships delayed off 
the breakwater to enter port, how¬ 
ever. Linemen were restoring 
service to more than 1000 tele-

Press today heavy rains still made 
large scale military operations 
there impossible. 

"The rains will continue another 
fortnight, thus blocking Italian 
maneuvers which thus far have 
been confined to sporadic air raids 
and attacks on our frontier posts 
along the Webbe Shibeli river,” 
the general asserted. 

“All reports about the big bat¬ 
tles are pure fiction. So are stories 
alleging widespread use of gas by 
the Italians.”

Miller, 58-year-old Denver Col., 
housewife, who caught a ride to 
Saiina, Kan., and then hitchhiked 
to Chicago. 

"I did it in two days nicely," 
said Mrs. Miller. 

It was a white collar crowd, with 
here and there a woman in an ex¬ 
pensive appearing fur coat or a 
man in spats and derby.

Mr. Wahlberg revised hts 10 to 15 
per cent estimate of yesterday, up¬ 
ward to 25 per cent for the county. 
In some cases he said he found 
75 per cent of the green fruit on 
the ground. In the western part 
of the county the lower figures 
will hold, he said, but in the east¬ 
ern sections the percentage of loss 
will be much higher. 

Avocados were badly hit. The 
farm advisor estimated that 30 to 
35 per cent of the fruit was 
knocked off the trees. He fig¬ 
ured 1,000,000 pounds of avocados 
are on the ground. Last year’s 
total crop was 5,000,000 pounds, 
and this year the estimated crop 
was between 2,500,000 and 3,000,- 
000 pounds, he said. Many avo¬ 
cado trees were badly broken, 
also. 

Walnut Trees Damaged 

Persimmons suffered some loss. 
Walnuts were all knocked off the 
trees and were dried out, but the 
loss for this crop was chiefly 
where trees were blown over or 
broken. 

Mr. Wahlberg stressed the fact 
that groves protected by wind¬ 
breaks suffered less than one-third 
of the loss than those which were 
not so protected. He anticipates 
a campaign of windbreak plant¬ 
ing. Three years ago, after the 
hard wind of that season. 50 miles 
of windbreaks were set out he 
said. 

Clarence Skiles, manager of the 
Orange County Fruit exchange at 
Orange, said he believed that 20 
to 25 per cent loss of greer. fruit 
was a conservative estimate for 
the county. He also commented 
on the less-severe loss where wind¬ 
breaks existed.

New York Speaker Says 
Organization Able to 
Elect Government 


CHICAGO, Oct. 24. (.Pi—A fin¬ 
ish fight to enact the Townsend 
plan at the next session of con¬ 
gress was demanded today by Dr. 
Ci lion Wunder of New York City 
in the keynote address of the first 
national convention of Townsend 
clubs. 

Claiming the support of 21.500.- 
000 people—"enough votes to elect 
any congress or any President in 
1936”—he declared the delegates 
must launch a vigorous drive to 
push through legislation provid¬ 
ing for payment of $200 a month 
to citizens of 60 years and beyond. 

Dr. Wunder. eastern regional di¬ 
rector of the organization, as¬ 
serted : 

Amazing Sum Spent 

“The gentlemen now in charge 
in Washington in three years have 
spent the amazing sum of $24,000.- 
000,000—as much as all that has 
been spent from the time of George 
Washington to the death of Wood- 
row Wilson. They have had their 
chance and they have failed. We 
now give them the chance to adopt 
our plan. If they fail us, we are 
prepared to replace them with 
others who will not fail us.” 

He described the Townsend pro¬ 
posal as the “remedy for all de¬ 
pressions” and the vehicle to es¬ 
tablish "permanent prosperity.” 

“To save America from moral 
degradation, poverty and dole ad¬ 
diction is our first purpose,” Dr. 
Wunder said. 'Today 40 per cent 
of our p o p u 1 a t i o n—52.000,000 
Americans—are dependent upon 
charity, work relief or relatives, or 
live on a pittance which is a hor¬ 
rible travesty upon the abundant 
life for which Christ died. No na¬ 
tion can survive half prosperous 
and half pauperized. 

Army of 21,500,000 

“There are 10,000,000 of us in 
the first division of our army, ail 
past the age of 60. Our second 
division has 8,000,000, voters 55 
to 60 who are unemployed, on the 
dole or working at too low wages. 
Our third division has 3,500.000 
young men and women, according 
to the U. S. commissioner of edu¬ 
cation, waiting for a chance to 
work. 

"This is an army of 21,500,000 
people. These fighting troops 
armed with ballots represent 
enough votes to elect my con¬ 
gress or any president." 

The speaker asked the audience 
to compare the long struggles to 
establish suffrage and prohibition 
to the progress of the Townsend 
plan, conceived by Dr. F. E. 
Townsend and R. E. Clements in 
California a year and a half ago. 
He added: 

Many Converts 

“Today these men are known 
throughout the union. Millions 
have joined with them. A dozen 
state legislatures, a goodly num¬ 
ber of congressmen and scores of 
city councils, boards of supervi¬ 
sors and mayors have indorsed the 
plan. At one time 75 per cent 
of the congressional mail was 
from Townsendites. It is organ¬ 
ized with a manager and congres¬ 
sional district organizer through¬ 
out the United States. It has its 
clubs in practically every city and 
state. Hundreds of thousands as¬ 
sembly nightly in every state to 
learn its progress.” 

This record, Dr. Wunder de¬ 
clared, answered the "ridicule and 
condemnation” directed at its

ITALY MAKES BID TO 
DELAY SANCTIONS

ROME, Oct. 24 —Italian officials 
objected openly today to negotiat¬ 
ing peace with Ethiopia under the 
pressure of League of Nations 
sanctions and British guns a 
stand interpreted in informed 
quarters as a bid for delay in the 
sanctions drive. 

Direct negotiations between 
Italy, Britain and France for a 
peaceful conclusion to the Italo- 
Ethiopian war and the resulting 
European tension would be diffi¬ 
cult, officials said, "as long as the 
sanctionist machine works at 
Geneva.” 

Premier Mussolini was under¬ 
stood authoritatively to have in¬ 
spired the officials’ statement, 
considering league sanctions al¬ 
most a bar to the tri-power peace 
negotiations. 


PARIS, Oct. 24—Negotiations 
between Rome, Paris and London 
for settlement of the Italo-Ethio- 
pian war and European crisis aris¬ 
ing from it came to a head today 
with Premier Mussolini pressing 
for an answer to his peace condi¬ 
tions. 

II Duce, after his conciliatory 
gesture to Great Britain to with¬ 
draw a division of troops from 
Libya, asked the central negotia¬ 
tor, Premier Pierre Laval, whether 
France would be willing to accept 
Italy's proposition for East Afri¬ 
can peace. 

Mussolini, making his request 
through Vittorio Cerruttl, Italian 
ambassador to France, also sought 
the French premier's opinion as to 
what Great Britain's reply to the 
terms would be. 

Circles ciose to Laval expressed 
belief openly there was little 
chance that Great Britain—or 
even France—would accept II 
Duce's proposal. 

Italy’s terms for final settle¬ 
ment of its conflict with Ethiopia 
have been printed widely -here as 
including disarmament of the East 
African empire, an international 
protectorate over the central re¬ 
gion and an Italian protectorate 
over the remainder. 

Emperor Haile Selassie has ab¬ 
ruptly rejected any such soloution.

KNOWLEDGE OF PLANS

Damage 
to San Fernando’s bean, walnut, 
avocado and other crops was be¬ 
lieved to be almost $1,000,000. 

Fears for a time were felt 
that the wall of fire, rolling in¬ 
land after threatening the famed 
motion picture colony at Malibu 
beach, would reach the Malibu 
lake resort of 250 homes and 
cabins. 

After burning a score of homes 
and wrecking thousands of dollars 
destruction over a 20-mile front 
from the Ventura county line to 
the Malibu section along the Pa¬ 
cific ocean, the blaze turned inland 
on a shifting wind. 

With the change the Malibu 
beach resort gained respite from 
danger, but several hundred men 
pitched camp along the area 
guarding against possible future 
danger.

Mr. Lush said that bees were 
found 20,000,000 years ago similar 
to those of today. In the 7000 
years that man has dealt with 
bees, he has never been able to 
teach the bee anything, but the 
bees have taught men much, he 
declared. Workers are underdevel¬ 
oped female bees, and do many 
special jobs in the hive during 
their lives, which is only from 30 
to 45 days in the honey gathering 
season, although they live from 
six to eight months in the winter 
when there is less work to do, he 
said. 

A modern beekeeper must find 
where flowers are plentiful and 
move his hives accordingly, Mr. 
Lush said, adding that in Febru¬ 
ary the season starts with orange 
blossoms, and sage, buckwheat 
and cotton blossoms follow in the 
order named. 

Fast trucks have revolutionized 
the bee industry, he declared. 
Bees send out scouts which come 
back and report where the honey 
is to be found, and a swarm will 
wait until this scout returns before 
starting on the day’s work. Bee¬ 
keepers must learn to work with 
them, but never go against their 
laws if they wish to be success¬ 
ful, he concluded.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 24. Dp) 
Murder charges against Willie 
Saunders, smart little jockey who 
rode Omaha to Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness glory this year, 
and one of his pals.

Schaeffer, driver of Saunders' 
car as the party went from one 
night club to another, was in cus¬ 
tody at Baltimore facing a sim¬ 
ilar charge. He agreed to waive 
extradition. 

Deny Responsibility 

Both denied responsibility in the 
death of Mrs. Sliwinski. their par¬ 
ty companion whose body was 
mangled by an automobile. 

Schaeffer contradicted a state¬ 
ment by Mrs. Agatha Mackinson, 
second girl on the party, that the 
automobile was deliberately driv¬ 
en over Mrs. Sliwinski. His ver¬ 
sion of the party likewise dis¬ 
agreed in some particulars with 
that given by Saunders. 

Saunders told Chief of Detec¬ 
tives Edward McElliott that Mrs. 
Sliwinski got out of the automo¬ 
bile when she became ill from 
too many drinks and was left at 
the roadside. They came back, he 
said, and at the point where Mrs. 
Sliwinski was put out he “felt a 
bump" and “had an idea they 
might have hit the girl." 

All 'Pretty Drunk’ 

Saunders qualified this by say¬ 
ing he was in the back seat of 
the car and had no personal 
knowledge that they had struck 
the woman. He said the two 
women were intoxicated, but that 
he and Schaeffer were not. 
Schaeffer said all four were 
“pretty drunk.” He agreed with 
Saunders’ version that Mrs. Sli¬ 
winski became ill and asked to 
get out of the car. He drove the 
car away from where she got out, 
Schaeffer related, then after sev¬ 
eral miles turned around and came 
back. 

Schaeffer said on the return 
trip he saw the young woman’s 
body lying in the road, swerved 
to pass it, and saw another car 
coming from the opposite direc¬ 
tion. He was frightened, he said, 
and continued on to Louisville.

Bristling criticism of taxation in 
the United States as “intolerable 
and unreasonable" echoed today 
from the vast San Simeon ranch 
estate of William Randolph 
Hearst, who declared he intends to 
close the place and spend most of 
his time in New York to escape 
double state income taxes. 

"I simply cannot afford to be a 
resident of California as well as 
a resident of New York, nor can 
anybody else," the publisher said, 
pointing out that he has main¬ 
tained legal voting residence in the 
Eastern state for the past 30 
years. 

“The California law would make 
me a resident if I spent over six 
months in California," he con¬ 
tinued. 

Can’t Afford “Luxury” 

"Then I would have to pay a 
15 per cent income tax in Califor¬ 
nia, in addition to the lesser in¬ 
come tax in New York, and the 
extremely heavy federal taxes I 
do not see how I can afford the i 
luxury of all this taxation." 

Mr. Hearst said he planned to 
close the San Simeon home before 
the end of the year, but will con¬ 
tinue to operate his cattle busi¬ 
ness. 

"The cows,” he explained, "are j 
a little more fortunate than we I 
humans are in this respect. They 
can continue to enjoy the glorious 
climate of California without be¬ 
ing subjected to quite confisca¬ 
tory taxation, although goodness 
knows they are taxed plenty at 
that.” 

Calls Them Intolerable 

Describing the federal taxes as 
"intolerable," Mr Hearst asserted 
"the treasury department holds a 
gun to your head and you either 
come across or get taken for a 
ride." 

His statement, given to the As¬ 
sociated Press in answer to in¬ 
quiries about his threatened ex¬ 
odus, said, "No one can tell how 
many more political parasites may 
have to be supported at the pub- 
lice expense, or what tricky cards 
the New Deal may be expected to 
extract from the bottom of a 
stacked deck." 

Answering another query, Mr. 
Hearst said: 

Likes England 

"No. 1 do not think taxation in 
England is at all comparable with 
taxation in the United States.

His name has been a household 
word for nearly a generation. He 
is possessed of a power of elo¬ 
quence and persuasion which some 
believe has been equalled in no 
other American since Bryan. 

No other aspirant, pretends to 
command similar qualities Arriv¬ 
ing by two distinctly separate 
routes, these two men are con¬ 
ceded in almost every quarter to 
be assured of a headstart over 
the field, if they desire to start 
at all.

TAXES—PAINLESS AND PAINFUL 

T WO prominent Republicans have recently denounced 
the spread and overlapping of invisible taxes. 

Said Herbert Hoover in a speech at Oakland: 

“If it (the federal deficit) is paid by taxes, those taxes 
must fall on the so-called economic middle class and the 
poor. The poor will pay out of indirect taxes, hidden in 
the rent and everything they buy. And when the price 
of the necessaries of life to those who have but a living 
wage is advanced by hidden taxes, those people are not 
sharing a surplus with the government. They have no 
surplus . . . 

“The economic middle class—whether they be farmers 
or workers at the bench or the desk, professional or busi¬ 
ness men—produce 80 per cent of the national income. 
They, like the poor, will pay by indirect taxes in the cost 
of living and in addition, they will pay again and again in 
direct taxes. 

“No matter where you place taxes, the bulk of them 
must come from those who work and produce.’’ 

Said Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, in a letter to Sen¬ 
ator Borah, discussing Republican strategy: 

“Approximately 30 taxes are paid in part by a pair 
of shoes and some 40 or more taxes find their way in a 
greater or lesser degree into the cost of a loaf of bread. 

“We must explain to the people in clear terms that 
every article they use in their daily life carries in its cost 
a multitude of indirect taxes, for a large per cent of the 
price of bread, meat, and clothes represents not merely 
necessary government functions but the extravagance and 
follies of government.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—When 
the President disembarks from 
the Houston, the most pressing 
problem facing him will be the dis¬ 
astrous snarl of the works-relief 
plan to put 3,500,000 men to work 
“by Nov. 1.”

NAVAL BASE 

ONE reason the French were so 
reluctant to pledge British use 
of their naval bases in case of war 
in the Mediterranean, is the fact 
that Toulon, their chief naval sta¬ 
tion, is only 140 miles from an 
Italian air base. 

British vessels in Toulon would 
be a tempting excuse for an Italian 
air raid which the French don’t 
want to risk. 


T HE sentiments here expressed we hope will often be 
repeated. For there is a need of a greater tax con¬ 
sciousness in our country, where the federal government 
derives two-thirds of its revenue from hidden excises, 
where state legislatures last year passed 1400 new tax 
laws, where countless local units lap one levy over an¬ 
other, where tax gatherers get in each other’s way and 
devour more and more of the substance of the people. 

Every state has its own problems, and so has each 
of the multitude of local units, but all along the line are 
opportunities to cut down the horde of tax collectors and 
simplify the tax structure. 

So far as the federal government is concerned, we 
believe, the cause of economy and simplicity can best be 
served by eliminating the so-called painless sales and 
nuisance taxes and substituting direct levies which the 
people will see and feel. All of the needed revenue lost 
by abolition of these hidden excises could be obtained by 
broadening the base of income taxation, adding millions 
of middle-class persons to the income tax rolls, and gradu¬ 
ating the levy from a small tax on small incomes to a 
very large tax on very large incomes. The same reform 
could well be applied to inheritance and gift taxation. 

Such a tax system would take a much smaller portion 
of small incomes than is now taken by the multiplicity of 
invisible taxes. It would be taxation on the basis of abil¬ 
ity to pay. And its painfulness and visibility would act as 
an automatic brake on government extravagance.

Argentina, for instance, as a 
member of the League, started to 
apply sanctions: then found she 
had no laws empowering her presi¬ 
dent to cut off trade with Italy. 
Her congress has just adjourned, 
so it will be next April before a 
law can be passed permitting Ar¬ 
gentine sanctions against Italy. 

Many European nations are in 
the same fix. Furthermore, par¬ 
liaments are notoriously inclined 
to think of re-election rather than 
world peace. And if severance of 
trade relations with Italy is going 
to harm local industry, cause un¬ 
pleasant political reverberations, 
new legislation may wait even 
longer than April 

Meanwhile Mussolini moves on 
in Abyssinia.

WORSE THAN WAR 

A S THE war god stalks through Ethiopia we might 
remind ourselves that his rival is abroad in our own 
peaceful land. In fact, automobiles have killed and in¬ 
jured more Americans than wars! 

Records of America’s seven wars reveal a loss of 
244,357 killed in action or dead of wounds. 

Census figures reveal that between 1920 and 1935 
automobile accidents killed 388.936. 

Thus, the auto killed 143,679 more Americans in 15 
years than war killed in 159 years. 

Last year the automobile took 36,000 lives, perma¬ 
nently disabled 105,000, and temporarily disabled 1,500,- 
000. Chief of Police Howard told the Rotary club Tues¬ 
day that before the year is over enough people to populate 
a city the size of Santa Ana will have been killed by care¬ 
less driving. 

The economic loss from these deaths and injuries is 
estimated at $1,580,000,000. Some idea of the extent of 
carnage on the highways and streets of this country may 
be gained by recalling that the dead and injured in auto 
accidents last year equaled the combined populations of 
Nevada, Wyoming, Idaho and Montana. Imagine the terror 
that would sweep the land if some foreign foe penetrated 
the West and in one year killed or injured all the people 
of four states. 

Just as war can be conquered so can this domestic 
foe. A study by the National Safety Council shows that 
those states with standard auto license laws have reduced 
their motor vehicle deaths more than 20 per cent since 
1926, while states lacking such laws suffered increases 
ranging from 11 to 40 per cent. 

Gov. Hoffman of New Jersey recently called upon the 
delegates to the National Safety Council in Louisville to 
work for a 35 per cent reduction in motor vehicle deaths 
in their states by 1940.
